Of this 


action even the friends of this hypocritical chief had ſoon 


cauſe to repent; the deceitful murderer, without the auſpices 


of a crown, uſurped the reins of government, and cha- 


rioteered his miſtaken ſupporters with the tyrannical ſway 
of an abſolute monarch, impoſing on the weak by the

were abſolved from puniſhment. Let the turbulent ſpirits 
of theſe factious malcontents have more or leſs been ſeen in 


each ſucceeding reign, and the clemency which. has been al- 
ways ſhewn them, gradually ſerved to increaſe their preſump- 


tion, till convenience made them aſpire to be miniſters; and 


bribing Walpole, declared the infallibility of his charm, that 


were he had cunning ſufficent to find out the price, he 


could with certainey bring over each member 0 the ſtate to 
be a tool. | 


| The friends of this man,who were profeſſedly bought to his 
Purpoſes, and their deſcendants, are now aiming at a re- 
petition of the Oliverian practices, abufing the tenor of their 
own inventions, to cauſe an abatement of the ſtrength of 
government, and make it ſubfervient to their ſanguine and 
unruly tempers. Even nobility joins faction againſt royalty, 


and thoſe who might be expected to be the natural ſupporters 
of its dignity, degrade their names by ſubſcribing to petitions 
ſuggeſted by the conſpired arts of independency, and replete 


with threatening horrors of ſtratagem and treaſon ; was their 
motives candid they would have been better timed,and then 
no doubt miniſtry for its own ſake would carefuly remove the

incumbrances oſ government. But as the cheat was ſo fatally 
practiſed before, it is the duty of all loyal ſubjects, to uſe 
their endeayour toavert the threatening blow, and ſtedfaſtly 
oppoſe every encroachment upon the prerogative of the 
king, and the dignity of his houſehold. I his conduct is 
agreeable to the doctrine of chriſtianity, as obedience to 
royal authority is manifeſted in the anſwer given by our 
Saviour to the captious queſtion, “ is it lav ſul to pay tribute 
to Cæſar; render to Cæſar the things which are Czfar's, 
and unto God the things which are God's,” let every ſoul 
therefore be ſubjea to the higher powers. Subordination 
is the preſervation of tranquility, whether in families or larger 
communities ; for the nature of man is ſo preſuming, that 
without it, commotions and civil conteſts would be perpetual]: 
unſubjected difcipline and authority the irreſragable ſpirits 


of tyranny would make deva ſtation upon natural property, 


Teſtaments however divine would not be binding, as the 
want of religious eſtabliſhment would give ſcope to caprice 
and humour, wielding the mind with reſpect to men or 
nanners, depreſſing the humble to the ground, and ene 
ing the meek and lowly into duſt. 


AN army akon a chief is deſtitute of courage, for the 
uncertainty

uncertainty of acting right or wrong cauſes timidity, ſo that 
defertion muſt enſue, and the ſtrongeſt poſts be evacuated 
on the approach ofa ſingle troop marching under the ban- 
ner of authority. In like manner muſt a kingdom fall that 
is deprived of its king, the threat of invaſion will bring terror 
on the people, felf-intereft will overpower the ſenſe of gene- 
ral welfare, and no man conſidering himſelf a ſubject, one 
fingle e e may captivate the whole, 


*\' SENTIMENTS of obedience in a ſubject are fleps to that 
humble deportment which the Holy Scriptures preſcribe to 
be the way of happineſs ; and fervent prayer, operating with 
ſincere penitence, is the moſt effectual method to engage the 
arm of Providence in our cauſe; to go forth with our fleets 
and armies againſt the enemies of our ſtate; to diſcloſe and 
pervert the deſigns of conſpirators of every denomination, 
and to turn all diſſatisfied hearts to a proper ſenſe and faith- 
ful performance of duty and affection to our God and our 
King. This is the only method to maintain our wonted 
authority here, and obtain felicity to all eternity ; for truly 
in the Lord our God is the falvation of Iſrael.

vice, nor one that has ſwayed the ſceptre with more mode- 
ration and juſtice. Who's innocent blood has been ſhed 
during this reign? or who can bring an accuſation of oppreſ- 
five conduct againſt him? To kings he has been a pattern 
of wiſdom and piety; to huſbands an example of conjugal 
fidelity and affection; to parents an emulation of tendet- 
neſs and love; a father to the fatherleſs; an huſband to the 
widow; and to all the world a paragon of virtue and
